Ty Cobb, the cham pion b atsm an of 
the American Longue and t lit* famous 
s ta r of the Detroit Baseball Club, is 
a speed demon. 
The famous Tyrus 
d em on strated 
his 
prowess 
at 
the 
wheel of a racing automobile at the 
Indianapolis Motor Speedway, r e c e n t­ 
ly, when he tu rn e d a mile in a Na­ 
tional “40” in 52 seconds, with “ B rick” 
Owens, the Am erican Association u m ­ 
pire, riding in the m ech a n ic ian ’s seat. 
The w e a th e r was inclement and the 
tra c k was r a th e r clamp, but the nervy 
outfielder sent the big c a r over the 
minutes flat or a t the ra te of seventy* 
rn t e. 
While Cobb was not after Barney 
Oldfield's fast mile of 35.(43, m ade on 
the big brick oval, he did tu rn some 
fast miles. 
The course was wet and 
made it all the more hazardous to a t­ 
te m p t fast time, b u t this did not de­ 
ter the “Georgia Peach" and after two 
trip s aro u n d the track with “ Happy 
J o h n n y ” Aitken, the s ta r of the Na­ 
tional racing team, Ty took the wheel 
and started after the speediest mile 
he could reel off. 
The Speedway m a n a g e m e n t 
made 
an exception for the famous diamond 
s t a r and the National Company took a 
new roadster off t lie floor, and the 
blue finish of the c a r excited the ad­ 
m iration of the cra c k outfielder. Clad 
in the habilim ents of a professional 
“speed dem on,” the fans would hardly 
have recognized J e n n i n g s ’ sfar as he 
crouched behind the big wheel. 
Ty 
m ade one circuit of the tra c k to get 
accustomed to handling the car and 
then waved the tim ers to catch him 
on his next trip. 
Considering that the 
car, 
in 
automobile 
parlance, “was 
g r e e n ” T v ’s feat of going the two and 
one-half miles in 2:20 shows th a t he 
was hitting it up some, although, as 
he expressed it, “ it was fun—not half 
so hard as judging a long fly." 
Tiring of driving a '©ar, with all the 
parts necessary to m ake a finished 
car, Cobb signified his desire to try 
out a test car, but not until he had 
tu rn ed a mile in 55 seconds in the 
roadster. 
Three' test cars were on the 
track, but none of them had been lim- 
# 
bared up and the c a r turned over to 
Cobb had not done tw e nty miles after 
com ing off the floor, but the fact th at 
the m otor was stiff did not cause the 
diamond "speed d em o n ” to hesitate 
and lie < lumbered into the test car. Ty 
m ade a rnileJn 55 seconds, which, co n ­ 
sidering the stiffness of the motor, was 
m a k in g good time. 
It was not long until “ Brick” Ow­ 
ens cau g h t the fever and when Cobb 
halted in front of the g rand stand 
again, Owens agreed to trust his life 
with Cobb if Cobb would agree to “ let 
h e r o u t” as Owens expressed it. This 
was what Ty was aching to do and let 
it out he did. 
To show that he was a real “speed 
m aniac ’ Cobb 
let 
the 
m otor 
out 
enough to rip the tread of the right 
r e a r tire on thedback stretch, and as 
Owens expressed it, “ W hy it looked 
like he was try ing to put on a new 
necktie.” 
By this time it was g row ­ 
ing d a rk and m uch to Cobb’s regret 
he was u n ab le to continue reeling off 
the miles aud he had to leave the fu­ 
ture stellar work on the tra c k to the 
racin g s ta r s entered in the big Me­ 
m orial Day event at the Speedway, 
This was C o b b s 
first 
experience 
holding the wheel of a high-power 
c a r on a track, although he has driv­ 
en fast c a rs for a n u m b er of years.

RESIGNATION AGAIN PUT OFF 


The Everlasting "M an an a" Interposes 


Its Influence and Promised Abdica­ 


tion of Mexico’s Aged Ruler W as 


Postponed For No Apparent Reason. 


— The People, Angered and Mysti­ 


fied, Swarmed the Streets. 


Mexico City, May 25.— This capital 
is in a ferment to know the reason 
why Diaz did not re-dgn yesterday. It 
is a dangerous ferment, yet no answer 
to the question com* s, no official ex­ 
planation has been made, no word Ins 
come from the stone house where the 
president lies abed attended by phy­ 
sicians 
There are a thousand ex- ; 
planatlons, and each 
one Is being 
seized by the newspapers and rushed; 
to the streets in handbill extras, pro!) 
ably In the absence of any word of 
explanation 
from 
an 
authoritative 
source. 
The simplest reason is the best, j 
General DIA* was not prepared to re 
sign. 
The newspapers which had 
spread the official announcement that 
yesterday was the day of the old pres­ 
ident’s act of self-abnegation were as j 
ready in the afternoon to flood the 
boulevards with dodgers stating it as 
a pf>sitive and authoritative fact that 
manana 
(tomorrow) 
would see the 
final act of the revolution staged in 
the chamber of deputies. 
E l Diario, more enterprising than 
its fellows, sent boys racing Into Hie 
crowd that jammed the approaches to 
the marble house of 
deputies with 
little shin plasters printed in scream­ 
ing type which said: 
“ General Diaz will not resign today. 
Read full account of why in tomor­ 
row's issue." 
The crowd roared its disapponit- 
ment 
as 
the 
dodders 
circulated 
through it. 
The element of mystery 
that cloaked all of the proceedings 
was maddening, 
Word that there was 
to be no resignation presently sifred 
out to the street aud tin* crowd that 
blocked the broad street from curb to 
curb yelled its disapproval. 
The po­ 
lice moved in and snatched the loudest 
mouthed out of (lie press and hurried : 
them to jail. 
For a time it looked as 
if there would be a riot. 
Rumor fol- j 
lowed rumor and the whole city was I 
seething. Some said lirat Diaz was a1- I 
ready in Vera Cruz, having left his 
resignation behind him to be read 
when he was at sea. 
Others declared 
that he does not intend to resign and 
that he is but sparring for time until 
he can buy over some of the rebel 
leaders and make a last fight for pow* i 
er. 
The wildest report had it that the 
president does not expect the deputies 
to accept his resignation, and that if 
the house does lie will commit suicide, j 
The alternate swing of the pendu­ 
lum wio registered lait1 in the after­ 
noon, when boys circulated handbills 
signed By the names of four well- ! 
I known members of the Liberal party. 
proclaiming in large type that General 
j Diaz ought not to retire from power 
and 
warning

chamber that the resignation of Pres- j 
1 idem Diaz would precipitate anarchy. : 
These handbills had the effect of ex- j 
citing (tie crowd still more. 
As night 
closed down the crowds grew and the 
4,000 police and 2,000 soldiers availa­

difficulty 
iu 
keeping 
the 
throng moving. 
Everywhere 
shopkeepers 
put

their shutters and most of the streets 
in the main part of town were dark as 
tile grave 
The crowds surged up one 
street and down another, armed with 
staves torn off the shutters put up by 
shopkeepers, and shouting “ Vive Ma­ 
dera " 
President 
Diaz’s house was 
guarded by a troop of cavalry and two 
companies 
of 
infantry. 
The 
mob 
made an attack upon the office of I in- 
parcial, the government organ, and 
wrecked the editorial office and me­ 
chanical plant of the paper. 
Another 
riot broke out in front of the cable 
office and many shots w'ere fired. 
A 
violent demonstration at IO o'clock on 
the Plaza Zo< alo was met w ith a vol­ 
ley from the soldiers and ten were 
killed. 
Seeds 
of 
future 
disturbance 
are 
germinating by cartoon and editorial. 
Veiled references have been made in 
the past few days to the Reyistas. 
It 
is pretty well known that in the ranks 
of the Reyistas are all of the extrem­ 
ists of th.* present office-holding fac­ 
tion who see their last hope collapse 
with the resignation bf President Diaz 
and who arc ready *0 ally themselves 
with any opposition that gives them 
hopes of return to office. 
One of this 
faction, a man of considerable prom­ 
inence in the past government of Diaz, 
talked freely of 
the hopes of his 
clique. 
He sa;*^ General Reyes will remain 
In Havana for the present, adding: 
“ He will not have to be there long, 
though 
AU we will do is to sit back 
and give th*' M ideristas rope enough 
to hang themselves. 
When hunger, 
forced through the neglect of crops, 
begins to press all the land, the Ma- 
derlstas will fall 
Then we will in­ 
vite General Reyes to Mexico,” 
The clerical party, which has suf­ 
fered long .becurl!y under the harsh 
restrictions of Diaz, is reported ready 
to ally itself with the Reyistas.
